Washington, March 5.—A forecast 
of great industrial improvement for 
the month of March was made today 
by the United States employment serv- 
ice in connection with its monthly re- 
port of employment conditions in the 
United States. 

“Reports from 231 of the principal 
industrial centers, with but few excep- | 
tions, show.a gene. al improvement in 
employment conditions,“ Director 
Jones, of the service, announced, “and 
breathe an enthusiastic spirit of hope 
and confidence in the future. Weather 
permitting, March will begin an era 
of great activity.” 

Employment conditions showed prac- 
tically no alteration during February, 
however, according to the . burean’s. 
studies, only one-half. of 1 per cent 
more men being on reported payrolls 
at the month’s end than at is begin- 
ning. Only the textile and paper in- 
dustries “evidenced increased employ- 
ment, and this was more than made up 
by additions to working forces in near- 
ly all other lines. 


65 Cities Report. 


Out of 65 cities, from which statis- 


44 showed small, percentag. increased 
‘in employment, while 21, including 
‘Manchester, N. H., a textile center 
with a payroll decrease of 66.3 per 
rent, where strikes are now numerous, 
reported fewer men on payrolls.

Latest Confession in Murder 
Mystery Gives Melodra- 
matic Twist to Story. 


Los Angeles, March 5.—The “latest”! 
confession of ‘the murder of William 
Desmond Taylor, film director, re- 
ceived by the police here in 4 letter 
mailed from an unnamed Connecticut 
city, was mad“ by a man who de- 
scribed himself as “an avenging hus- 
band,” it was disclosed today by Cap- 
tain of Detectives Adams. 

The officers are withholding the 
name of the city from which the con- 
fession” came and the name signed 
te the document while endeavoring to 
learn more of the writer. 

According to the letter, the film 
director had “an affair“ with the 
writer's wife. Later the director had 
“scorned” her, the wife confessed to 
ber husband, and the two of them 
planned “vengeance,” the letter re- 
counted. : 

The “confession” stated that the 
night of the.murder, February 1, the 
writer and his wife drove in an auto- 
mobile to within two blocks of the 
Taylor bungalow. There they parked 
their car. From a distance they saw 
Mabel Normand, film actress, leaving 
the apartment, escorted to her motor 
car by the director, and Henry Peavy, 
Taylor’s negro servant talking . with 
William Davis, Miss Normand’s chauf- 
feur. 

While Taylor was talking with Miss 
Normand, the “confession” continues, 
the “scgrned wife” slipped through 
the open front door of the director’s 
bungalow and unlocked the back door 
for her husband to enter.

the ways and means committee. 
Meetings to date have included only 
the majofity members of the commit- 
tee. 

It was thought that democrats for 
the most. part would approve the 
measure, although there are some evi-

Expect Fight in Senate. 

Leaders will endeavor to obtain 
early passage of the bill in the house. 
and believe they will be successful. 
Opposition in the senate will be more 
determined. 

The terms of the bill remain as 
outlined, with insurance certificates 
having a loan value to be issued in 
lieu of cash payments. 

Administration forces in the senate 
will assume a more aggressive atti- 
tude toward ratification of the four- 
power treaty.

Cox College President Talks 
On Boll Weevil in Jonesboro 


Following widespread interest shown 
tiroughout Georgia in practical farm- 
ing methods whereby cotton can be 
grown successfully under boll weevil 
conditions, explained two weeks ago 
at Griffin, by Dr. William S. Cox, 
president of Cox college, a second 
speech was delivered by Dr. Cox at 
Jonesboro during the past week, in 
which he amplified his statements 
made at Griffin. In the last few 
weeks Dr. Cox has been accompany- 
ing Dr. I. C. Maness, field agent of 
tne state board of entomology, on a 
tour of Georgia and has been study- 
ing farm conditions at first hand. 


In his speech at Jonesboro Dr. Cox 
pointed out the vital need of ¢o-opera- 
tive marketing, outlined plans for 
growing many other farm products 
successfully in conjunction with the 
cotton crop, called particular atten- 
tion to the preparation of the soil 
for. the crops and the necessity of 
using care in the selection of seed. 
Dr. Cox spoke also in a genetal way 
of the opportunity of farmers to im- 
prove living conditions in rural com- 
munities and spoke graphically of the 
beauty of farm life in the south in 
the old days. 

Dr. Cox, in addition to serving as 
president of Cox college at College 
Park, operates one of the largest 
farms in the south. The farm con- 
tains nearly 2,000 acres and is lo- 
cated in Bullock county, Alabama. 
The farm has been operated success- 
fully by Dr. Cox, although it has 
been infested with the boll weevil 
fcr several years. 

Tells of Unveiling. 


In his speech at Jonesboro Dr. Cox 
paid tribute te value of the old-time 
negro servants on the farm and told 
ok the recent unveiling of a monu- 
ment at Cox college in memory of 
Jarvis Gachet, a negro; Who died in 
1921 at the remarkable dge of 123 
years and 7 months, this age being 
recorded by the United States census. 

Attention of Georgians. was called 
by Dr. Cox to the value of diversifi- 
cation, and he named some of the fol- 
lowing products which can be grown 
successfully in this state: Peaches, 
paper shell pecans, sweet potatoes, 
peanuts, hogs and cattle. He urged 
consumers to call for Georgia products 
in preference to those shipped in 
from other states. 

In his Jonesboro speech Dr. Cox 
said in part: 

„It is estimated that if the farm- 


er would raise for his own consump- 


tion feed and food products he would 
‘save $150,000,000 annually, and then 


| if he would feed the rest of th

more per year. Then should the farm- 
er increase his production so as to 
ship out of the state. to the amount

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worth of field seed. garden seed aud 
flower seed annually. I understand 
from another large seed house in At- 
lanta that almost every item that is 
advertised in its catalog could 
raised in Georgia to great advantage 

“Tt is self-evident that the consumer 
has a great deal to do in the encour- 
agement of the farmer and in the 
prosperity of our old commonwealth. 
Anyone is fortunate ‘indeed to have 
the pleasure of attending a George 
annual dinner. The menu is always 
gotten up to please the most fastidi- 
ous taste. It is indeed a feast fit 
for the king. Everyone who attends 
these diuners is a booster for Geor- 
gia products, and our slogan should 
be, not to buy a bale of cotton, but 
to eat more of those good Georgia 
hams, good Georgia peaches, good 
Georgia watermelons; in fact, all the 
good products from old Georgia. If 
the consumer would demand more of 
the good Georgia products, the mier- 
chants weuld handle more of the home 
products. What a great inducement 
it would be to encourage the farmer 
to raise more and better Georgia prod- 
ucts. 

Indorses Co-operation. 


“The greatest suggestion I can make 
to the farmer is to join the co-operat- 
ing market system. Under this sys- 
tem I believe the farmer will soon 
come into his inheritance. In discuss 
ing the co-operating market today, I 
consider this plan to be the most im- 
portant. factor entering into the pros- 
perity of the farmer. In Holland.to- 
day the producer gets 72 per cent of 
the value of his crop and the middle- 
man gets only 28 per cent on the dol- 
lar, In Georgia today the farmer gets. 
from many of his products 2 per cent 
on the dollar and the middleman’ gets 
75 per cent. 

“A western congressman made this 
statement in regard to the price of a 
‘meal at a fashionable hotel in New 
York: A single lamb ehop when serv- 
ed at this Hotel costs as much as the 
whole lamb did when sold. 

“It is evident: that organized effort 
will put the farmer in shape to reap 
and to secure for himself some of the 
profits that have gone to thé other fel- 
low who reaped without sowing: Farm 
er, your opportunity has, arrived for 
you to secure your hard earned profits. 

Bloc’s Influence Felt. 


“The influence of the Farmers’ un- 
ion, known in Washington as the ‘ag- 
r‘culturé bloc.“ has been felt in our 
national legislative bodies. There is no 
organization that have more privHeges 
uhder the law than is given the farmer.

I mean. <Are such sacrifices neces- 
sary? Can they not be carried to fool- 
ish extremes? Are they always for 
the child’s ultimate good? Imagine 
the father, utterly worn out by hard 
work and the long trip catching pneu- 
monia and dying. Such things have 
happened. Is there not a happier me- 
dium of tonsideration for both children 
and parents?

melt the wax and spermaceti with the 
oil but do not get them too hot, or 
your cream will curdle. Warm the 
rosewater with the borax and bengzoin 
added. Stir gradually into the oil aft- 
er both have been removed from the 
heat.

auspices of this division.” 

There is a good ruling and one that 
een have no other result than to ad- 
vence amateur baseball several strides 
in Atlanta. In one or two instances 
during the summer it will work a 
hardship on some player, who looks 
Lie a million dollars at the start of 
the campaign and then fades, but the 
cases in which the ruling will ac- 
e mplish much good fdr overshadow 
the injustices it will bring.

“The world is wallowing in pessi- 
mism, but the cptimism of America 
will save it,” declared the Rev. Dr. 
Charles J. Smith, president of Roa- 

noke college, the other day. Dr. Smith, 
who is one of the most brilliant of 
tne younger Lutheran clergy of the 
country, is delivering a series of 
Lenten addresses for the Philadelphia 
Federation of Churches. 

“We are living in times of stress,“ 
he continued. “People talk of hard 
times, and there is a certain amount 
of depression.. We hear of a business 
failure occasionally and perhaps a 
suicide. At times there is an ont- 
burst of moral debauchery, which 
causes many to wag their heads dole- 
fuliy. 

“Despite these things, there is a

Churches in cities throughout the 
country are thronged, and it is no 
exaggeration to say that the church 
today commands more allegiance and 
loyalty from our citizenship than ever 
before. 

“For a time it seemed that the devil

In Georgia Says 
Savannah Mayor 


“Our Best Citizens,” Judges 
and Reporters Violate Pro- 
hibition Act, He Writes. 


Savannah, Ga., March 5—(Special.) 
“Our best citizens break the prohibi- 
tion law. Judges drink whisky, re- 
porters get drunk and write ahout the 
benefits of prohibition.” 

In brief, enforcement of the prohi- 
bition law is a joke, and a big one at 
that, evidently in the opinion of Mayor 
Murray Stewart, who has just written 
10 a Washington statistical bureau 
giving his opinion of the present state 
of “dryness” in Georgia 

“Your letter of the “27th of Feb- 
rdary. is received,” wrote the mayor. 
The present prohibition situation in 
our. state is unsatisfactory. An im- 
mense amount of moonshine and very 
inkexjer liquor is being sold which is 
burning, up the insides of the popula- 
tion.“ 

Then he brought in his l re- 
lating to our best citizens, judges and 
reporters. And went on to say: 

“Savannah is unfortunately situated 
to Control this curse because it is on 
the s@acoast and bootleggers are al- 
lowed to land their cargo on our shores 
with very little effort on the part of 
ihe national government to stop it. The 
great trouble is Washington authori- 
ties make no attempt, or very little, 
to stop the importation from the Brit- 
ish Isles into Florida and Georgia. 

“Prohibition properly handled would 
no doubt be a great blessing. There 
is quite an argument that the solution 
of the question is beer and light wines 
and 1 believe even prohibitionists 
would welcome a trial ot this kind in 
exchange for the ünfortunate state of 

affairs that now exist. 

“Even with this picture that I have 
put before you prohibition has done a 
‘great deal of good, and in my judg- 
ment bas come ro stay. Gradually 
people will learn respect for the law, 
and 1 believe the next generation or at 
least in fifty years that we will have 
real prohibition. I hope that this is 
what you want.” 

SAVANNAH WHISK 
SEIZED IN PHILADELPHIA. 

Confirmation was received here today 
of the seizure in * = Iphia on ad- 
vice sent by C. L. ribut, heading 
the mobile squadron ewes of the prohi- 
bition enforcement forces working 
from Washington, of about twenty 
barrels of Haig & Haig Scotch whis- 
ky. shipped, according to the freight 
record, by “The Crown Olo Oil com- 
pany. high-grade oils, Savannah. Ga.,”’ 
to “The Cosmopolitan Oil company, 
1922 Clemantine street, Philadelphia. 43 

It was listed by the consigner as 
FE. H. Crown Oil,“ and the suspi- 
cious appearance or weight or sound 
of the barrels caused the railroad offi- 
cials to tip off the enforcement offi- 
cers. The ends of the barrels were 
filled with oil, and between the false 
bottoms and tops, were dozens of bot- 
tles of the whisky wrapped in cloth 
and packed in excelsior. 

Three more stills in the past 24 
hours have been seized in the county 
by J. W. Griffin. Three raids by the 
mobile squadron netted several hun- 
dred quarts and five arrests. Most 
of the twenty-five or thirty special of- 
ficers working here for the past three 
weeks have left for Florida to return 
to Savannah at any time ordered. 

Local organizations are becoming 
aroused over the daily reports of con- 
ditions, as to the relaying of Seotch 
and Irish. whiskys here and the mak- 
ing of white lightning in the stills 
in the county, of which more*tthan 
35 have been found in the pest ten 
days, and it is said that investigation 
will be made as to whether the re- 
ports by officers and others are ex- 
aggerated.
